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directors of that establiehment seem to be adverse to 
raising the rate of discount at a time when money in 
the other market is sufficiently abundant to cause a 
withdrawal of business from the bank, and at a periad 
when the drain is, in a great degree, exceptional, and 
when any increase in the rate could scarcely be main- 
tained for any length of time, and thus fluctuations 
‘would be caused in the value of money, which at all 
times produces great injury to the equilibrium of 


At the commencement of the week a great deal of 
uncertainty prevailed regarding the course which the 
Bank directors would be likely to resolve on, and con- 
sequently a greater amount of caution than usual was 
shown by bankers, and this increased the difficulty of 
effecting discounts. During the last few days, however, the 
market has assumed a much easier appearance, and rates 
both in the Discount marketand on the Stock Exchange 
have fallen considerably, expecially in the latter, as the 
dividends have there caused more abundance. 

The Bank returns this week show a decrease in bullion 
of £840,477, the note circulation has increased £456,949, 
and the “reserve” has been lessened by £1,271,697. In 
Government and “other” securities there has been a 
decrease of £401,745, but these securities have been 
principally released by the payment of the dividend. 
Al the return is a very unsatisfactory one. 

The arrivals of specie during the week have been to 
the extent of about £300,000, while the exports have 
been over £1,000,000, the greater portion of which has 
been sent to China.

But yesterday and to-day will form a momentous 
epoch for Italy and Europe, by reason of acts tran- 
sacted far from either Capua or Rome. In the 
capital of dismembered Poland, the Masters of all the 
Russians, and all the heterogeneous peoples who con-

chip. When did ever Austria and Russia unite for 
the benefit of the human race? If the meeting at 
Warsaw be confined to arrangements for united 
defence against further aggression on the part of 
France, and further disturbance of the tranquillity 
of Europe, it might be regarded with hopeful 
anticipations. But the strong step already 
taken by Russia in withdrawing her Ambassador 
from Turia, and the undisguised action of Austria 
in massing troops upon and beyond the Mincio, 
indicate that it is not a comeern for the peace of 
Europe, and the reconciliation of old differences 
which have brought three monarchs together. 
Something more is designed, but what can only be 
interpreted from events. 

Prussia is in intimate alliance with England, and 
as England desires peace, it might be inferred that 
Prussia would not vote for war. But the dispatch 
of Lord John Russell to Sir James Hudson plainly 
marks out that England will consider certain acts 
as acasus belli, vor in favour of Sardinia: The 
atmosphere of foreign Courts hase strange effect 
upon Lord John Russell. He returned from 
Vienna, scared by a phantom of his own creation. 
In Prussia he becomes retrograde, and dictates mani- 
festoes in direct contradiction to his speeches. ‘The 
Times explains this last escapade by supposing Lord 
John Russell to be worn out, effete, and influenced 
by servile impulsiveness. The Daily News tells us, 
that Lord John wrote a little strongly perhaps, but 
that his language, when interpreted by his acts, 
means only Let Italy become great through the 
„ yalour of her children, and not prize aggrandise- 
“ment brought about by cessions of Italian territory. 
But the language of Lord John Russell is too plain 
to be misunderstood. He warns Count Cavour 
against the dangerous illusion which would lead him 
to attack Venice. He tells him that Austria will 
have a right to interfere in Central and Southern 
Italy, and he speaks of the interests which Engl nd 
jealously watches in the Adriatic. As both the 
daring Garibaldi and the eautious Cavour have, in 
plain terms, indicated u desire to annex Venice, and 
fixed a time for the attempt, it isclear that here isa 
point on which the English Cabinet sides with the 
German Powers against Piedmont, and, possibly, 
against France. Lord John Russell has mistaken 
the popular feeling against the restlessness and am- 
bition of Louis Napoleon for a condemnation of the 
acts of Piedmont. He bas been led to suppose that 
the English nation would willingly sacrifice Italy, 
provided that a combination of despots would crush 
France also. In all his official life Lord John has 
never made so grievous a mistake. The British 
people look to a united Italy as one of the best 
means for checking France in the Mediterranean, 
and they do not fear that Power so deeply as to join 
in an unholy enterprise, provided she may be made 
less formidable. 


Smmce the period when the Galway line was first 
established it has been exposed, not only to the 
bitter hostility of open and secret enemies, but to a 
series of calamities almost inexplicable. Pilots have 
driven the Galway Company's ships upon rocks in 
the very harbour; machinery hasbeen approved by 
vernment officials, and been found damaged half 
an hour after. Cylinders conveyed by the train have 
been found broken in a manner no one could explain, 
All sorts of “ accidents,” which ever befel other lines 
in the course of a dozen years have happened to 
the Galway Companyin ome. Add to this the selfish- 
ness of some of its promoters, the treason of others 
the hostility of a powerful party in Parliament, 

the coldness of Government, and it would seem a 
miracle that the Galway Company has not ceased to 
exist. 

The crowning disaster, however, we chronicled on 
Saturday. The magnificent ship Connaught was des- 
troyed by fire. When distant 150 miles from Boston 
she sprunga leak. Fora considerable period the leak 
was kept under, when suddenly it was found that the 
vessel was on fire. Two hostile elements united for her 
destruction. There were 50 cabin and 417 steerage 
passengers on board, and a picked crew of 124 men—in 
all, nearly 600 souls. Providentially the brig Minnie 
Schliffer saw the burning ship, and ber signal of die- 
tress. With wonderful despatch and care all the 
passengers, and even the maile, were saved, and 
brought into Boston, on Tuesday, the 9th inst., three 
days after the discovery of the leak. That, under 
such perilous circumstances, nota man was lost is 
vufficient to prove the capacity of the captain and 
the discipline of his crew. 

How the leak originated, in the open sea, and in 
calm weather, cannot be explained. Equally inex- 
plicable is it how the fire , There isa 
supposition that the fire had been smouldering for a 
long time before it was discovered. There is a very 
general feeling that neither the leak nor the fire was 
accidental, but that the agents of an unscrupulous 
monopoly have risked the loss of 600 lives to destroy 
the prospects of a rising competitor for the American 
traffic. 

We have not been able to ascertain for a certainty 
whether the vessel was insured. We can hardly
